An added million dollars in the 
state treasury will 
probably re­ 
sult from a vigorous administra­ 
tion of the corporation department 
under Dwight H. Brown, Secretary 
of State, and will 
convince 
the 
large corporate interests of 
the 
nation that they 
cannot 
escape 
the payment of their lawful 
tax 
burdens in this state. 
Every 
day 
sees 
a 
constant 
stream of money pouring into the 
state treasury from foreign, or in 
other words, out-of-state corpora­ 
tions. 
For the privilege of doing 
business in Missouri, 
the 
state 
levies a tax of five dollars on each 
ten thousand dollars 
or fraction 
thereof of capital stock 
of 
the 
corporation required hi 
handling 
the company’s business 
in 
Mis­ 
souri. This same rate of tax is 
levied on additions to the capital 
stock or to increases in the capi­ 
tal assets invested in 
the state.

with the law were Sears, Roebuck

their right to do business in the 
state forfeited by the 
Secretary 
of State.

Machinery 
Corporation have paid their taxes 
and penalties and the suits

(Sears, Roebuck & Company en­ 
tered the state May 1, 1911, with 
$150,090 of the company’s capital 
allotted to Missouri.

tion fee was paid by it until Nov-

Dinner Is just as delicious as those of other years, It does not entail 
nearly the amount of frantic cooking and baking in preparation that 
was required In by-gone times. 
Many of the foods are prepared and 
ready to serve—delicious soups, pickles, relishes, jellies and mince- 
must and puddings—may all be had ready for use with all of the time- 
consuming preparations eliminated. The decorations for the Christmas 
Dinner should be quite simple. 
An attractive method of decorating 
the dining room and table is to plaeo holly about the lights, walls and 
pictures, and have as a centerph^ce for the table, a bowl of fine fruits 
with sprigs of holly placed among them. 
A sprig of holly tied with 
narrow red ribbon may be used at each place at the table. This is not 
an. unusual form of decorating, 
it is most effective and appro­
